The  swimming  team  finished  this  season  with  a 10  win,  5 loss  dual 
meet  record  and  placed  fifth  in  the  CCIL  championship  meet.

Mike 
Slattery  broke  Jay  Beigel’s  record  in  the  100  yard  backstroke  with  a 
time  of  1:06:4. 

Junior  Mike  Healey  was  the  only  swimmer  to  qualify  for  the  state 
championship,  doing  so  in  the  100  yard  breaststroke  ( 1 :09:24).

The  Fermi  High  Basketball  Team  finished  the 
1974-1975  season  with  an  8-12  record.  The  season  was 
rather  disappointing,  since  the  team  had  a minimum 
goal  of  at  least  qualifying  for  the  post-season  tourna- 
ment which  requires  a .500  season.
